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COWARDICE IN POLITICS— 


Cowardice, as Rodney Dutcher pointed out in a dispatch 
I rom Washington the other day, has become one of the most 
common characteristics in American public life. 
Our political leaders, he remarked, possess an extraordin­ 
ary amount of caution. 
They fear nothing so much as a real 
live issue. 
When they fight they take good care to get all the 
guns on their side. 
They reserve their heaviest blasts for insig­ 
nificant opponents who cannot fight back effectively. 
The commonest explanation for this sad state of affairs 
is that it is inevitable in a democracy. 
Office holders depend 
on votes for their jobs. 
If they make enemies they lose votes. 
The pressure to straddle, to compromise, to placate powerful 
minorities and minority leaders, is almost overwhelming. 
Oddly enough, though, a sacual glance at American po­ 
litical history will show that this sort of think isn’t in the least 
necessary. 
The politicians are revealing, not the fundamental 
fault of democracy, but their ov/n weakness. 
What has happened is that the politicians have made the 
mistake of underestimating the common sense and good judg­ 
ment of the electorate. 
The greatest figures in American political history are the 
men who dared to make enemies— the men who were willing to 
follow their own conceptions of right and trust to the electorate 
for an accurate understanding of them. 
Jackson, Lincoln, Cleveland, Roosevelt, Wilson— they 
were, one and all, fighters, enemy-makers. 
They knew politics, 
of course; they could compromise when they had to; but they 
could also adopt an unpoplar line of attack and stick to it no mat­ 
ter how great the risks to their own personal fortunes. 
And it is 
worth remembering that the electorate stood by them time and 
again. 
The cowardice of our politicians, in other words isn’t an 
inevitable part of democracy. 
Let a really bold and determined 
political leader appear today and the response he would get 
might be astonishing.

THE FARM’S ADVANTAGE— 


The farmer may be having a hard time these days, but 
the state of Michigan last year had more applications for home­ 
stead land than it had had in several years previous. 
Most of the applicants were jobless factory hands, who 
jumped at the chance of getting a bit of farm land, tax-free for 
five years, on which they could raise food for their families. 
State officials admit that most of these homesteaders will prob­ 
ably return to the factories as soon as good times come back, 
letting their homsieads revert to the state; meanwhile, however, 
the “back to the farm” movement is popular. 
This touches on the one great advantage that the farmer 
has over the city worker. 
Times may be villainously hard and 
money may be scarce; but he can at least feed himself and his 
iamilv, while the jobless man in the city has to depend on charity 
for every bite. 
Being broke on a farm is one degree better than 
being broke in the city. 


THE RUBBER-TIRED RAIL CAR— 


The rubber-tired, gasclme-pov/ered railway car that was 
triad oui recently on a railroad in the middle west may eventually 
ba the instrument with which the railroads will make a successful 
4ight against the bus. 
This car, devised in France and now being produced in 
the United States, is admirably designed to corrode with the 
bus. 
Ii can carry j O passengers, can all ain a speed of 58 miles 
an hour and has an operating cost of only 15 cents a mile— as 
compared with 25 cents for the bus. 
Railroad officials who inspected it expressed keen inter­ 
est. 
It is quite possible that a lot of the local passenger traffic 
lost to the motor bus in recent years might be regained with some 
such car as this.

As the commission remarks, this is a new field, and it is 
important that the government, in entering it, move slowly and 
feel its way from point to point. 
It is not quite plain, yet, just 
where the public interest chiefly lies in this matter, and pre­ 
cipitate action must be avoided. 
But it is clear that some sort of regulation is needed. 
Interstate commerce is interstate commerce, whether it moves 
by bus or by train; if one variety needs governmental super­ 
vision, it seems obvious that the other variety needs it also.
